“Our nation has lost prestige rather 
than .gained it, by owr experiment in 
colonialism. We have given the mon- 
archist a chance to ridicule our declara- 
tion of independence, and the seoffer has 
twitted us with inconsistency. A tour 
through the Philippine islands has 
deepened the conviction that we sho1l} 
lose no time in announcing -our pur- 
poses to deal with the Filipinos as we 
dealt with the Cubans.

'Good'oe Yancey, then running 
an Athens paper, took kindly to Chesh, 
a short time his work was 
being watched by the best papers in the 
state. In the early eighties he was 
brought to Atlanta, and was given a 
run on The Constitution. He made good 
quickly, and up to the time he left At- 
lanta he was looked upon as one of the 
most energetic and successful reporters 
in Atlanta.

We are 
now far ahead of Great Britain in coal 
production, and have been ahead since 
1900, and our lead is lengthening. The 
extent of our coal and over deposits 
makes our continued supremacy in iron 
and steel production safe. England's 
growth in these fields is now siow and 
is likely to remain so.
